“LI am obliged,” declared M. Bar- 
rere, French delegate, “to say that 
the Turks have taken a position on 
a ground where the allies cannot meet 
them. I am amazed to bear Ismet 
Characterize mixed tribunals such as 
we have proposed to sit at The 
Hagte, as worse than capitulations.” 

Baron Hayshi, Japanese represen- 
tative, followed Barrere. 

“I regret to hear that the Turks 
have rejected the allied proposals,” he 
stated, “Japan has accepted capitu- 
lations for years, during, which, with 
the aid of European nations, Japan 
has developed herself until, finally 
with full consent of the Nuimpean 
powers, the capitulations were abol- 
ished. It is imperative that the Turks 
do the same.” 

To all of which’ argument, Ismet 

had answered in advance: 
, “The allies must understand that 
if we (the Turkish delegativn) ceded 
the Turkish claims for full restitu- 
tion pf Mosul we'd be hanged on 
the first tree in Anatolia upon our 
return. 

“The Turks are astounded at the 
proposal of the allies, to have judges 
appointed by The Hague to sit over 
Turkish judges when foreigners are 
tried. 

“Turkish judges are equal to those 
of any in the world. Turkey never 
admitted any distinction between 
Turks and foreigners and will not ac- 
cept the allied proposal that capitu- 
lations be maintained.” 

Despite the fact that there was no 
direct reference Thursday to the rich 
oil deposits of Mosul—the prize of 
the Near East—many impartial ob 
servers declare that this com- 
mercial garg gar precipitated the 
crisis. Those df this belief point 
out that it was Lord Curzon’s ulti- 
matum to Ismet on Wednesday, 
which declared that Britain would 
never relinquish her claim to the 
territory, that caused Turkey to take 
an out and out stand of opposition 
to all capitulations. 

It is believed that other capitula- 
tions—almost all of them but Mosul— 
could have been settled by compromise. 

Praise for Child. 

The stand of the United States at 
the conference has caused much com- 
ment in all circles and many claim 
that Child, the youthful author, has 
proved himself a war diplomat. 


First, he came out for an “open 
door” in Turkey; then on Wednesday 
for the capitulations,. Thus if the 
Turks win Mosul, America could 
readily claim a share of the-oil and 
if the allies are successful, the United 
States may still reap. 3 


Concerning Turkey's claim for sov- 
ereignty Child stated that the United 
States sympathized but “cannot re- 
frain from stating that sovereignty 
creates solemn obligations.” 


_ “Our idea of sovereignty,” he con- 
tinued, “is the right to collaborate 
with other gevernments such as we 
are doing here—making a treaty of 
peace. 

“It is our belief that only those sov- 
ereignties are progressive which have 
confidence in the readiness to arbi- 
trate, co-operate, and contribute to 
practical ends.”

HOME OF SYRIAN 


N COBB BLASTED 


Explosion Follows Warn- 
ing for All Syrians to 


Leave Marietta Within 


Six Months. 


Marietta, Ga., December 28,—(Spe- 
cial.)——County officers and city po- 
licemen, investigating the dynamitin, 
here last night of the home of Charlie 
Deraney, local Syrian merchant. re- 
ported tonight they had no clue as to 
the perpetrators of the outrage. 

About midnight last night almost 
the entire city of Marietta was awak- 
ened by the blast, supposedly a stick 
of dynamite, on the front porch of 
the Syrian’s home on Atlanta street. 
the principal residential street of Ma- 
rietta. 

Members -of the family, sleeping 
in the room adjoining the front porch, 
and less than 10 feet away, while bad- 
ly frightened, were uninjured, and 
were loud in their denunciation of the 
attack, begging the officers to find 
the “culprits.” 

The blast last night is thought to 
be the outcome of warnings broadéast 


four or five months ago. telling the |] 


Syrian population of about 50 to leave 
Marietta within six months. Many 
of the white residents of Marietta 
feel that the Syrians in their midst 
make very undesirable citizens, it is 
said. 

This explosion tore a hole about two 
feet in diameter in the floor of the 
porch and a six-foot hole in the ad- 
joining wall of the room where mem- 
hers of the family were _ sleeping. 
Window panes were shattered all over 
the house, and neighboring houses were 
badly shaken by the blast. 

Deraney is said to be the senior 
partner in the firm of Deraney and 
Mansour, operating a dry goods store 
ih the center of the city. It was 
at this store that warnings were left 
several months ago. 

All Syrians in Marietta are in a 
panic, it is said, fearing a similar or 
worse fate at the hands of those who 
desire their departure from Marietta. 

Deraney had only recently pur- 
chased his home on Atlanta street.

BEEF, IRON AND WINE. 
The ductor says my little girl is 
anemic, writes a mother, but he does 
not seem to help her. Would beef, iron 
and wine be all right to give her? 
The mother spells it beef, iron and 
wine. 


I should spell it bull, iron and 
Wine, because I haven’t so much re- 
spect for the stuff as the correspond- 
ent bas. 

This famous “tonic” is a concoction 
of the three big “strengtheners” of 
domestic medical lore. 

; All the beef food or energy value 
in a pint of this concoction wouldn't 
keep a humming bird alive long 
enough to fly around his nest. A 
man may be a mighty fine writer or 
a very prolific publigsber, and even 
own a beautiful yacht, although incap- 
able of making a solution of the 
food, energy or strength of beef. Any 
energy the human economy can derive 
from beef must be obtained from the 
meat itkelf; no solution, extract, juice, 
broth, soup, wine, elixir or other liq- 
uid preparation can carry the 
stréngth, energy or nutritive value of 
beef, though plenty of pretty nos- 
trums purport to do so. 

_ There’s some iron actually present 
in most of the ‘beef. iron and wine 
sold to the public, the childlike pub- 
lic, About as much in the average 
age daily allowance of the stuff as 
one would obtain by eating an aver- 
age daily ration of onions, peas, 
prunes, spinach, oatmeal, lettuce, al- 
monds or eggs. But why feed a child 
the stimulating but non-nutritious ex- 
tractives of meat and the intoxicat- 
ing wine in order to insure a suffi- 
cient amount of iron for her needs, 
if she will eat any of the iron-con- 
taining foods? 

The alcoholic content of beef, iron 
and wine is or was so great that the 
United States commission of interna] 
revenue listed the concoction as a 
‘bracer” and declared it was insuf- 
ficiently medicated to render it un- 
suitable for use as a beverage. There 
are still plenty of alleged “medicines” 
that serve fairly well as intoxicating 
beverages for persons unable to ob- 
tain more potent booze. 

I say the alcoholic content of the 
preparation “is or was,” because it 
was so in 1912. It may have been 
changed any number of times since 
then. One of the prerogatives of the 
nostrum maker is a change of for- 
mula to suit the whims and require- 
ments of himself and the trade. and 
when he changes his formula he is not 
bound and seldom or never feels it his 
duty to notify the public. The name 
is the same and the claims are the 
Same, so why tell the consumer 
that the medicine is not what it used 
to Then, too, such a radical and 
sometimes revolutionary change of 
formula as the manufacturer is often 
constrained to make, owing to some 
annoying new law or a sudden short- 
age in the market supply of his chief 
ingredient, would render null and void 
all the faithful old testimonials which 
have outlived their authors in many

Barl Mack, son of Connie Mack,

Rommel won seven games and 
lost seven for the Athletics in 
1920.

“I believe I hit more infield’ flies 
against Rommel than any pitcher in 
the league. With the golfer who 
hooks and slices it is: ‘What am I 
doing? I knéw blame well what- I’m 
doing against Rommel. I’m getting 
under it too much. I’m prepared to 
meet that sharp drop the next time 
and Rommel! is giving me that break 
which shoots from the belt to the 
shoulders. :

“Tike all kids, I played baseball,” 
explained Rommel].

I wanted to make the ball 
do something that the other fellows 
couldn’t. The first time I pressed 
the three knuckles against the seam 
the ball dropped more than two feet. 
I experimented with all sorts of de- 
liveries. I pitched it with a_side- 
arm motion, underhanded, overhand- 


fed, moved the thumb and little fin- 


ger to different parts of the ball and 
that’s all there is to it. 

“It is impossible to get much speed 
with the knuckle-ball. The delicacy 


of the touch prevents it from getting 


the full power of the arm. It is this 
slow-motion speed which throws the 
batter off balance. 

“The suceessful pitcher must have 
a change of pace. If he is always 
fast those fellows up there at the

“The value of a slow ball must not 
be lost. The American league pitch- 
ers resorted to it against Babe Ruth 
when it looked as if they would nev- 
er be eble to stop him. During the 
last half of the season other pitch- 
ers told mes that they believed they 
could. strike out Ruth three out of 
five times on nothing but slow twist- 


ers. 

“I don’t throw the knuckle-ball at 
all times. My system is to change 
around on my batter. When I find 
myself pinched, where three or four 
hits have been bunched jn an inning, 
I call out the slow knuckle-ball. And 
if they continue to it me, why then 
I must admit that they are better 
than my pitching for that day.

New York, December 28.—An at- 
tack on gambling and commercialism 
eropping up in intercollegiate sport 
was launched today by delegates to 
the 17th. annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Collegiate A. A. 

Football was given particular at- 
tention, some delegates asserting the 
exorbitant salaries paid professional 
coaches, as well as gambling and com- 
mercialism was threatening the ama- 
teur status of collegiate athletics. 

Dr. 8. V. Sanford, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, representing the 
fourth district—Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Missouri, Louisiana, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Florida and South Carolina— 
declared that gambling growing out of 
college sports demanded 
drastic action at the hands of colle- 
giate association officials. 

Dean D. W. Morehouse, of Drake 
university, Iowa, representing the 
sixth district, comprising seyeral mid- 
western states, advocated a gradual 
system of coaching to supplant the 
existing professional system. 

Amendment of the constitution of 
the National Collegiate Athletic asso- 
ciation eliminating the clause regard- 
ing general supervision of amateur 
athietics was adopted. The amended 
clause provides only for “supervisory 
control over collegiate athletics.” 

The delegates decided, it was said, 
that under the original provision for 
supervision, the organization exceeded 
its actual powers. The association 
also voted to join the American Olym- 
pie association”and the National Am- 
ateur Athletic federation. 


After defeating a proposed consti- | 


tutional amendment designed to invade 
the field of general amateur athletic 
control, the association adopted a mod- 
ified scheme which enlarged the or- 
ganization’s functions, to include su- 
pervision of national intereollegiate 
sports.

From January 1 to the day the 
report was submitted, 9,532 ambu- 
lance calls were made and 1,340 
patients not eligible for treatment 
were rejected. 

The report stated that the 
per patient per day was only $2.31, 
and that 1,500 meals were served 
daily. The highest number of white 
patients received any one day in the 
year was 154. 

An average of 161 white and 196 
colored patients were treated daily. 
The number of operations in the white 
hospital totaled 1.880 and in the col- 
ored hospital 1,153.

New York, December 28.—The 
north Atlantic seaboard tonight was 
clutched by gales such as have been 
raging off the shores of England and 
France and sweeping mid-ocean.
